Then I beeame very enthnsiastie al)out the classies, 1 ;:lr)rie(l in 
the trials of Jane and In the horrors of parts of her earin-r, I was proud 
of the courage of Hester iu the "Scarlet U^tter \ Ail these things thrilled 
me. 1 thought, "Surely, I am reading the real tlun;:", ami my faith in 
literature was restored. 

Now that is over. When 1 fei^l very tntellectnul. I reafi the Bo(*K- 
umn" or "Pietures of the Floating: Wtrrld' by Amy Lowell. Som^tiuies I 
even mauaj:e to eonc^^ntrnte, for a short tinns on tlu^ latest "lH^st s,^iicr . 
but such iHMioils of andJtion are short lived. My "fifteen miunti s a i\uy 
are nsuallv s,^^nt in readluj; the "Saturday Evening: Post\ 'Good Hons.^^ 
ktHqnni:\ or Vanity Fair ^ Snch are the literary ii»terests of the aven.;,e 
student.
